As @ preparation for dinurr some of a 
long list of relishes are chosen, and 
washed down by strong liquors You 
may take caviar, raw erring, raw 
smoked salmon, raw dried sturgeon, raw 
amoked goose, cheese, butter, or even, 
li ea seasoned Kussian, several of these 
deleacies. They are the introduction to 
a cold iced soap of © kvas”’ (a beve: 
made of fermented rye), with pieces of 
herring, cucamber and meal floating in 
it , or another cold soup of a green color, 
or, what is really good, “stchi,”’ a cab- 
bage soup to be eateo with sour cream 
or fish soup. For your next course— 
fish—you are recommended to select 
either patties, very much like 
moffins, with fish, or “svlianka "’ a dish 
composed of fish and cabbage. By this 
time you sbuuld be broken in sufficiently 
to face with equanimity the words

cold boiled sucking pig, with borse-rad- 
ish sauce. You may then add the really
